In his 
speech 
Mr. 
Henderson 


said: "In my opinion we have now 
reached the most dangerous and dif- 
ficult period of the war. During the 
next few months the democracies of 
England and France are going to be 
tested as never before. Do not mis- 
understand me. I do not mean that 
the stress and strain of fighting in 
the field will be more 
severe, 
al- 


though I do not ignore such a possi- 
bility. But the danger is of entirely 
a different character. 
"Our stupendous losses, our un- 


precedented sacrifices, ottr horw-of- 
war, our love of peace, may lead us 
to mortgage the future. With such 
awful experiences we are apt to for- 
get the great moral, eternal princi- 
ples and ideals for which we en- 
tered the stuggle. We are not only 
fighting a negative action against 
material forces which are highly or- 
ganized, but we are engaged in a 
•great spiritual conflict upon the re- 
^sult of which depend all our great 
fideals. If we enter into negotiations 


now we do so when Germany is not 
repentent for her wrong doing and 
is glorifying in the success of her 
military efforts, in fact, in the vic- 
tory of German imperialism. 
In my 


opinion, if 
France and 
ourselves 


were to enter into negotiations un- 
der existing conditions, with such a 
spirit, we should 
be 
nations 
in 


bondage. Nothing less than that is 
the price which our enemy would ex- 
act for peace today. 
"I cannot tell 
you how many 


months and what 
sacrifices 
stand 


between us and victory. But I can 
tell you what will be the rewards of 
victory if we are true to ourselves. 
We shall have asserted the rights of 
nations, large or small, to live their 
own lives undisturbed by the ambi- 
tions of 
powerful 
neighbors. 
We 


shall have exacted such reparation 
for wrongs done them by this war, 
as will be a warning to aggressors 
for all time to come. We shall have 
laid the foundation for that league 
of nations, 
beginning with 
those 


who have fought and suffered at our 
side, which will deliver Europe and 
the world from the terror of war. 


The choice today is between an 


untimely peace with years of fear 
and a few months of suffring with a 
lasting peace. Taking into consider- 
ation all the consequences of 
our 


decision, I say that now. as in Aug- 
ust. 1914, that both nations are pre- 
sented with the choice as between 
honor and infamy. 
Tiic choice is 


more sacred now as the cause has 
been healed by the blood 
of 
o»ir 


heroic dead. We in Britain feel that 
to make peace now. to 
think of 


peace at any time with less than full 
indemnity for the past and full se- 
curitv for the future would be to

Poker, Peacemaker. 


In his "Reminiscences of the Am- 


erican Civil War." published in the 
Spectator. Lord Cromer gives an in- 
stance of the 
amusing informality 


that sometimes prevails among sol- 
diers of opposing armies. 
"Petersburg was never invested. 


The Federal army was intrenched in 
straggling lines some eight or nine 
miles long. 
The distance from the 


Confederate lines varied from about 
one hundred and twenty yards at the 
nearest point in the center to several 
miles at the flanks. I remember that 
on the left flank, where the distance 
was considerable, rifle pits, which 
were 
very 
close 
together, 
were 


thrown up in advance of both sides. 
There were two men in each of them. 


"A couple of Federal soldiers, "be- 


ing rather bored with the situation, 
called out to the two Confederates in 
the opposing pit and invited them to 
•meet in the space that 
separated 


them and play a game 
of 
poker. 


They did so. After the Southerners 
had lost all the money they had. it 
was suggested that both should lav- 
aside their arms and play to see 
which should be 
taken 
prisoners. 


The Yankee again won, and the two 
Southerners were marched 
off 
in 


triumph to the Federal camp. They 
complained to General Meade that 
the whole thing was a joke, and they 
ought to be set free; but the general 
decided that when he had once got 
them he would keep them." 
It is encouraging to read that 


Lord Cromer's impression is that, 
when once the people of the United 
States put their backs into the ef- 
fort, they are capable of creating in 
a short time a most formidable mili- 
tary force. 
"I conceive." he continues, "that 


the main difficulty now, as then, in 
the event of any large force being 
organized, would be the dearth of 
trained and capable officers. 
But I 


was deeply impressed with the fart 
that in time of trial the American 
democracy were prepared to put 
aside all minor differences of opin- 
ion, to accord a whole-hearted sup- 
port to the executive government of 
the time being, and to display the 
greatest indulgence toward any mis- 
takes that were committed."

Herschkowitz said he was forced to 
leave Mexico by H. C. L. 


Articles of food in 
the 
Mexican 


capital have different prices, accord- 
ing to the kind of money paid 
for 


them. 
An egg, for 
example, only 


costs 10 cents in silver money. But 
in .Mexican paper money the same 
egg will cost pesos. The peso 
for 


many vears has 
been 
considered 


worth '50 cents 
in 
United 
States 


money, thus bringing the egg price 
to $12.50. But the money changers 
declare the value of the peso has de- 
preciated to one-quarter of a cent. 


It is the same with butter. 
A 


pound of medium quality butter can 
be purchased in the City of Mexico 
for only $1.25, United States money. 
It will cost $2.50 in Mexican silver 
and 625 pesos in paper money. 


Even in United States coin 
the 


price of shoes has 
doubled, 
while 


corn is 150 per cent higher. Charcoal 
is universally used for cooking. 


Woman Suffrage Now.

Ohio can do at once for woman 


suffrage what Illinois did three years 
ago. 
It can, by legislative enact- 


ment, extend to women all the fran- 
chise rights within its power to be- 
stow—that is, for all offices not cre- 
ated by the state constitution.
